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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission, filed on 
6/28/04, has been entered. 

Applicants' arguments, filed 6/28/04, have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous 
office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are 
either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

NEW MATTER 

Claims 2-4, 7-10, 19, 23, 26, 35, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Upon reconsideration, it is deemed that NEW MATTER has been added to the 
claims via the removal of the "means for holding" limitation in independent claim 2. 
Applicants point to the specification on page 12, lines 26-27, for written support for this 
amendment. Consideration of said page 12 citation reveals that the flowcell is 
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described as an element which is present in a recording station but not specific for a 
test subject and also includes that the flowcell requires a "channel formed therein". As 
now worded in instant claim 2 the flowcell apparently is "for" said test subject indicating 
some relationship therebetween. No such relationship is seen in the written support 
pointed to by applicants. Is the flowcell some type of individualized flowcell for a test 
subject? Also, the absence of the related "channel formed therein" limitation in the 
claim amendment to claim 2 broadens the flowcell character over said citation and 
therefore is also NEW MATTER. 

NEW MATTER has also been added by removal of "means for" with generic 
wording which broadens claims 4, 19, 23, and 26. For example, in claim 4 the removal 
of the means wording now broadens the claim to include only a fluid stream to introduce 
materials whereas previously worded the means of a fluid stream is reasonably 
interpreted as being a channel or device limitation for such introduction via the 
contained fluid stream. 

INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

In the REMARKS, filed 6/28/04, on page 8 applicants noted that two Brochures 
were considered by initialing on the Form PTO-1449. This is not agreed with. The cited 
two Brochure citations on said Form PTO-1449 were lined through and "not" initialed 
contrary to the allegation of applicants. Said Brochures were therefore neither 
considered nor initialed as to citations. 

INFORMALITIES 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
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Claim 12, line 2, contains the awkwardly worded phrase "apparatus for capable" 
which seems to be an informality miswording which also causes claims dependent from 
claim 12 to contain this objection issue due to their dependence. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

No claim is allowed.
